and in the graphic picture given by 
Evelyn of the last Sunday spent by 
King Charles II at W hitehall lie speak s 
of “ at least £ 2,000 in gold” on the bas­ 
set table round which “ about 20 of the 
great courtiers’’ were sitting.

Hungary, Austria, f o r ­ 
mally, France, England, South Africa 
and South America. There were alto 
get her about 20 orders, and from some 
of the countries named there were two 
or three orders. 
The ex port orders ot 
the previous day included orders from 
Russia, Australia and New Zealand, 
and t hese were not unusual orders, but 
such as are constantly received. 
In the 
shipping room at that moment stood 
cases mark ed for Java, for Ecuador and 
for Australia. 
Many of these orders are small. 
In 
some eases there were orders fora single 
tool, or for two or three; for some orders 
of half a dozen or two or three dozen to 
supply orders or to k eep lines filled. 
These small orders are mostly from E u­ 
ropean countries, with which commu­ 
nication is nowadays quick and conven­ 
ient. 
European merchants order these 
things just about as merchants in other 
cities in this country would, it costs no 
more to send to London than it does to 
Chicago, and it is as easy to send to 
Berlin as it is to Paterson. 
The characteristics 
that commend 
these American tools to their foreign 
purchasers are 
the same that 
mark 
American 
machines and 
implements 
generally — lightness, fine finish and 
perfect adaptability to their severa: 
uses. 
The ex ports of American tools tc 
all parts of the world are steadily in 
creasing.— New York Sun.

The Italian method of prefix ing an s 
to a word to give it a damaging signifi­ 
cance can 1*‘ employed with good effect 
in christening that wayward and de­ 
generate offspring of English k nown as 
slang. 
In its present state slanguage 
has attained to such a lux urious com­ 
pleteness that it warrants sorious treat­ 
ment. 
So copious and comprehensive 
has it become that there is hardly a hu­ 
man want, feeling or emotion of the 
heart that cannot lie translated into the 
vernacular of the bootblack . 
In study­ 
ing the philosophy of slang the first 
natural query is, How and why did if 
originate? To the first question one 
might give, with certain modifications, 
the same answer that would Is- given to 
the question, Why do people swear? 
The human animal, lik e a locomotive, 
seems to require escape valves for occa­ 
sions when there is too much steam in 
the boiler. 
When a man is overflowing 
with admiration, anger or wonder, the 
ordinary adjectives do not (or he think s 
they do not) meet the emergency. They 
do not relieve his pent up fullness any 
more than a sip from a dewdrop would 
quench a m an’s thirst. The natural man 
and the natural woman sometimes find 
relief under strong emotion in ex plosive 
utterances. 
In the case of anger the es­ 
cape valve ex pletive is an oath unless 
the man in question happens to he a 
gentleman and sometimes, though very 
rarely, when he is. 
It will thus be seen that slang, being 
of emotional ancestry, is a first cousin 
to the oath, and both are used by those 
who mentally resemble the man whose 
use of intox icating drink s has made him 
forget or underestimate the attractions 
of pure water. 
Slang, in sooth, is a 
whisk y (E filiation of language. 
It is 
so strong that it may be tak en only very 
rarely with impunity, and herein lies 
the chief danger in its use. 
Not only 
does the slauguist find ordinary English 
tame, hut he ends in not l>eing able to 
find any Eugli.-h at all. 
Another fatal characteristic of slang 
is the very one which at first secures its 
adoption — namely, its pungency. 
The 
same law that mak es quiet colors ami 
shades wear well in the world ot fabrics 
has its couut( rpart in 
the world of 
speech. We fire vi ry speedily of a start 
ling costume, in high colors, and jest 
as speedily do we tire of slang, which 
is startling, high colored speech. 
Still another reason whv slang can 
never gain a permanent foothold in the 
language is its utter lack of dignity. 
No subject can be seriously treated in 
slanguage, 
its sole function is to tick le 
by its patuess or its grotesqueness. 
It 
reflects a fugitive iridescence upon cur 
rent w it and humor, as lik e the bub­ 
ble catches prismastie colors, but, lik e 
the bubble, it vanishes even while you* 
behold if. 
Naturally there are slang 
phrases of all degrees of goodness and 
badness, ranging from the word which 
is only a slight remove from a forcible 
but 
perfectly decorous adjective 
to 
slang of the most daring, deep dyed or 
der. 
At one end of the scale, for in­ 
stance, one might place “ fetching” and 
at the other end its superlative “ rum .” 
Again, the injunction “ play hall” is 
gentle and seemly, in comparison with 
the brusque command “ get a move on. ” 
Along certain lines the slanguist seems 
to revel in ex travagant synonyms and 
antonyms, especially in those ex press 
ing some infirmity in the upper story 
The mail who has “ wheels” is also 
popularly k nown as “ nutty, ” “ crack ed 
o r “ off his trolley.” Again, if becomes 
from the country, he is “ corn raised,” 
has “ seed in his hair, ” or his “ face 
doesn’t fit him .” 
“ G all,” “ nerve,” 
“ cheek ,” “ sand,” “ brass” and “ face” 
are also nearly synonymous terms for 
qualities whose universality has made 
them a target for popular satire. Equally 
prolific is the slanguist in coining 
terms 
for 
money. 
“ Dust,” 
“ tin,” 
“ sand,” “ rock s,” “ chink ” aud "spon­ 
dulick s” are only a few of the words 
thivfc translate “ filthy lucer. ” 
Two of the slang phrases now 
in 
gallingly frequent use are, 
“ T hat’s 
right,” aud “ That won’t cut 
much 
ice.” The latter, it must be confessed, 
has certain cool figurative qualities 
which give it a saving color of grace 
Blit most of these phrases rely chiefly 
'upon their condensed ex pressiveness, 
which is the trademark of their Am er­ 
ican manufacture. 
They are but one of 
the many devices of the masses to com­ 
pass a crosscut and avoid eircumlocu 
tions. 
Thus “ snap” aud “ cinch” are 
time economy for a moneyed sinecure 
and au assured competence. 
One of the surest tests of the rapid 
mortality of slang is the ex tremely pain­ 
ful sensation produced by hearing a nti­ 
quated slang phrases used—and there 
are always people who are two or 
three or ten years behind in their use 
of such phrases. When other people are 
saying “ Not on your tintype,” 
the 
user of mildewed slang feebly ejac­ 
ulates “ 1 should smile.” The piquancy 
and patness of certain phrases mak e it 
hard to declare that slang has no legiti­ 
mate use. 
But concerning its misuse, 
there can hardly be two opinions among 
people whose opinions are worth any­ 
thing. 
A careful study of the qualities 
of men aud women who habitually in­ 
terlard their remark s with slang will 
furnish anybody with a world of con­ 
vincing conclusions 
iu favor of pur» 
English.—Critic,

I wa s only 14 years of age, and a 
puny Ixiy at that, when my Uncle J ohn, 
who was my guardian, sent rae to sea 
aboard of the brig May Queen of Lou­ 
don. 
He wa sn’t concerned about my 
health, as i have every reason to be­ 
lieve, and 1 am also quite sure that lie j 
wouldn't have shed a tear had he heard 
I was lost at sea. 
I made the voyage 
from London to Valparaiso and to es­ 
cape further ill usage deserted the brig 
and hid away for two weeks. 
I then 
found a good natured captain to take ; 
me to Rio, from which port 1 shipped 
as cabin boy on an English bark named 
the Duchess. 
She had a cargo of green 
coffee for Australia and New Zealand, 
carried a crew of 14 men, and few sea 
captains had a kinder heart than her 
skipper, whose name was Martin. 
The 
bark left Rio w ith a fair wind and 
everybody in perfect he*altb, and her 
run to the east until she had sighted In­ 
accessible island and left it 100 miles 
astern was something to boast of. Then 
came a dead flat calm, which lasted for 
11 days, with such hot weather that 
everybody suffered day and night. 
On 
the fifth day of the calm two men were 
‘ suddenly stricken with a strange a il­ 
ment. 
They first lost their sight, then 
taste and smell departed, then fever 
seized them and they lost their reason. 
They were reported sick at 8 o’clock in 
the morning. 
By 2 p. m. both were 
dead. 
At 0 o’clock a third man was 
taken down and lived only two hours. 
No one was attacked ou the sixth day, 
but on the seventh the captain, second 
mate and a common sailor all came 
down at once. 
The first complaint was 
dryness * of the tongue. 
That was fol­ 
lowed in ha lf an hour by loss of sight 
and other senses, and before noon all 
were dead. 
The bodies were at once 
shrouded and committed to the deep, 
and the chief mate ordered the hatches 
removed to ventilate the cargo, and dis­ 
infectants were used in the most thor­ 
ough manner. 
On the night of the seventh day a 
sailor who had lain down on the deck 
in perfect health and soundly slumbered 
for three hours awoke with a parched 
tongue. Water had no power to quench 
his thirst. He drank until he must have 
imbibed a gallon, and as he turned from 
the water cask his vision left him in a 
flash. He did not wa it to die as the oth­ 
ers had done, but groped his way to the 
ship’s side and dropped from the rail 
into the sea. He was the sixth who had 
died, and the living were now panic 
stricken. 
Some went aloft, some went 
below—a ll avoided each other. The only 
exceptions were th« * mate and myself. 
He talked with me very fully about the 
situation, seeming glad to have me near 
him, and after the last death he wrote a 
letter to his w ife in 
England 
and 
charged me to see that it reached her in 
case he should die and I be spared. 
We had now lost nearly half our 
crew, and the ship lay heavy on the 
gla ssy sea without sign that the calm 
was ever to be broken. On the morning 
of the eighth day there was a better 
feeling, however. 
No one had been a t­ 
tacked during the night, and we began 
to hope that tho epidemic had exhaust­ 
ed itself. The bark had, of course, been 
snugged down long before, but on the 
forenoon of this day, the sun not being 
quite so fierce, the hatches were secured, 
things aloft more closely attended to, 
and the craft made ready for what 
m ight happen to a short handed crew. 
At noon every man ate a hearty dinner. 
An hour later four men were taken 
down almost at the same moment, and 
the symptoms were more violent than 
in any of the preceding cases. 
They 
were seized with the terrible thirst— 
they drank quarts of water— they went 
mad and died. 
There was no burial of 
the bodies; they were simply thrown 
overboard as soon as life had departed. 
W hen this had been done, the mate 
railed the living around him and said 
there was no longer any hope that a 
man would be spared. 
The captain s 
gig could be got at handily, and in case 
w e wanted to take it and pull away 
from the ship he would help to get her 
in the water. 
The two sailors were 
eager to be off, but my mind was quick­ 
ly made up to remain with Mr. Mer- 
win. 
He did not express him self either 
way on the subject, but we provisioned 
the boat, got her down, and the men 
scrambled into her and pulled away as 
if the ship had been on fire or was ex­ 
pected to go down 
They went off to 
the east, and after rowing a couple tff 
m iles gave o’er and raised an awning 
for shelter. 
When the mate and I were left alone, 
he wrote up his logbook and also pre­ 
pared two statements, which he sealed 
up in bottles and cast overboard. 
We 
then burned tar and sulphur to disin­ 
fect the cabin and forecastle, and he 
drank a pint of rum with which he had 
mixed a large dose of common black 
pepper. I tried to swallow some, but it 
was too fiery. 
That night when I went to sleep the 
bark was heaving about ou the groun i 
swell in the same monotonous way and 
Merwin sat at the table in the cabin 
reading a book. 1 slept the night through 
without a break, and it was sunrise 
when I turned out. 
I looked into the 
ma te’s stateroom, but saw that he had 
not been to bed. 
I ran on deck, but be 
was nowhere to be seen. 
I called him 
and began a search, and it wa* a full

hour before I gave up and realized that 
he was not in the shin. What had hap­ 
pened during the night I could only sur­ 
mise. 
He was either seized with the 
dread epidemic and wandered about and 
fell overboard or the strain on his mind 
was so great that he deliberately com­ 
mitted suicide. He had not wakened me 
or left a message of any sort*behind. 
When I fully realized tb*t I was alone 
aboard of the ship, I was so terrified 
that I hid away in the cabin for several 
hours. 
It was not until n« x)ii that I re­ 
mem bored the men who had 
pulled 
away the day before and went ou deck 
to look for them. By the aid of the cap­ 
ta in’s* glass I soon had the boat under 
my eye. She had drifted down to w ith­ 
in a mile of the ship, and by going aloft. 
I could make out that there was no one 
in her. 
I was not absolutely certain on 1 
this 
point, 
however, until about 2 
o’clock 
By that time she had drifted 
down to within 100 feet of the bark, 
and the only relics of the men to be seen 
were a coat and hat. For two hours the 
gig remained so close that I could have 
reached her by swimming, but then a 
current took her and she drifted slowly 
away to the north. Aside from the boat 
I remember very little of what occurred 
that day or the next. The epidemic had 
taken away 13 strong and healthy men, 
and why should I be spared? A dozen 
times over I felt the first symptoms, or 
so imagined, and my troubled sleep was 
full of the most terrible dreams. Things 
are not at all clear to me until the morn 
ing of the eleventh day of the calm, j 
Then I awoke to find myself as w ell as 
ever in my life and ran on deck to find 
signs of a change in the weather. I was 
ravenously hungry, and, having often 
j 
assisted the cook, I knew how to get a 
fire a light in the caboose and prepare 
food. The nauseating, deathlike smell 
which had hitherto prevailed over the 
ship had entirely disappeared, and when 
my hunger had been satisfied 1 readily 
made m yself believe that the fever had 
gone for good. 
Although only a lad and my experi­ 
ence as a sailor lim ited to mouths, I 
yet had w it enough to look at the cap­ 
ta in’s charts and find our position as he 
hud pricked it off. 
1 could tell nothing 
of distances, but I knew the bark was 
ou the great highway between the 
South American ports and the cape of 
Good Hope. 1 km*w how to make a sig­ 
nal of distress of the English flag, and, 
although there was no wind, 1 ran the 
bunting aloft as stxm as thought of. 
During the afternoon 1 was busy about 
the decks picking up and coiling down 
and seeing that everything was secure, 
and at noon I prepared another meal. 
It was 3 o’clock in the afternoon be­ 
fore the first catspaws began playing 
over the glassy surface of the sea, but 
in the course of half an hour a steady 
breeze set in from the north, and the 
bark went drifting away before it. 
1 
marked her drift by compass as east by 
south. I had heard sailors talk much of 
wreck and disaster, and before night 
came on 1 got out some pieces of sheet 
iron to lay ou the deck and prepared 
materials for a beacon fire. 
I remained 
ou deck till half past 10 o’clock, ready 
to light my beacon in case 1 saw the 
light of a craft, and then went to my 
berth and slept soundly till an hour a ft­ 
er sunrise. 
When 1 gained the deck, 1 
saw a sail to the south about eight 
m iles away, which must have passed 
close to me early in the morning. 
I 
have aways felt certain that this craft 
had daylight in which to see my signal, 
and the fact of the bark having all sails 
furled and being adrift was clearly no­ 
ticed, but she kept her way without 
making an investigation. Six times dur­ 
ing the long day I went aloft with the 
glass and swept the sea. but no other 
sail greeted my vision 
When night 
came, 1 remained awake until midnight 
and then lay down on deck, but nothing 
happened except that the wind changed 
about to the west and grew somewhat 
stronger. 
Morning came and brought a clear 
horizon, nor was anything sighted for 
the next five days and nights. 
During 
this interval the breeze blew from every 
point of the compass except the east, 
but did not rise to a ga le or create a 
heavy sea. 
I had little to do except to 
cook my meals and go a loft to look for 
sails, but I made as much work for my­ 
self as I could and did not permit my 
mind to dwell on the present or future. 
On the seventh or eighth day of my lone­ 
liness, at 1 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and w hile the bark was drifting to the 
east under a light breeze, I went aloft 
and made out a sail to the north, a sec­ 
ond to the south and a third to the west. 
The two first were too far away to hope 
for assistance. 
The third was coming 
up and must pass me close. She was but 
a speck on the horizon when I made her 
out, but two hours later I had her in 
plain view, and at 5 o’clock she was up 
with me. 
She proved to be the ship 
Amazon of Liverpool, bound for the 
Cape with soldiers and emigrants, and a 
crew was put aboard of the derelict and 
she was headed for that port in com­ 
pany. Ship and cargo were worth a big 
sum of money, but 1 was not entitled to 
a dollar of salvage.

The movements of tho combatants are 
so rapid in battle that it is difficult to 
follow them through all of their evolu­ 
tions, hut the plan of battle seems to bo 
very simple, says The Chautauquan. 
Two bees from the hive are s« *nt to kill 
on« * intruder, and the latter always tries 
to force an entrance, even at tho risk of 
its life. Once iimide. it makes room for 
others of its companions to enter and 
then, gathering up its abdomen in as 
small a space as possible, it assumes the 
defensive. Two of the hive bees pounce 
upon it and collaring it fiercely they 
seek to find a vulnerable point between 
the rings of its body to sting it to death. 
The attacking ln*e just as determinedly 
struggles to cover every unprotected 
spot. 
If sufficient time can be gained 
and the attacking swarm is large enough 
to force an entrance the badly mauled 
bees that have not been stung to d ea th 
w'ill suddenly assume the offensive and 
pursu« * tic* tactics of their enemies. The 
contortions and evolutions of the vari­ 
ous fighters are interesting to the ob­ 
server. 
Should the but tie go against the at 
tacking body, the balance of th« * swarm 
fli**s away to seek safety, and th« * dead 
carcasses of th« *ir companions are throw n 
contemptuously out of the hive. 
But in the event of an opposite ter­ 
mination of the struggle the poor in 
habitants are slaughtered. 
When Iheir 
fat« ' 1ms lx*en practically deohted, many 
of them turn traitors to th« *ir cause, 
and in order to save their own lives 
they join the forces of the attacking 
party and display great vigor in killing 
tlmir former companions.

honest patriotism even among bees.

every hive there are some who fight to 
the last and prolong the struggle for 
hours.
